THE NEW YORK LIFE WINS. 


Prussian Government Decided To 
Permit the Company To Do 
Business There. 

. Berlin, October 28.—The New York Life 
Insurance Company, on the recommenda- 
tion of the minister of the interior, has 
been re-admitted to transact business in 
Prussia. The report of the royal commis- 
sion appointed to visit the United States 
and examine the company was very fa- 
vorable to it. Great satisfaction is ex- 
pressed here at this evidence of a closer 
commercial sympathy between Prussia 
and the United States, which must in- 
evitably lead to better feeling among the 

business interests of both countries. 


New York, October 28.—President Mc- 
Call, of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, when interviewed in New York 
today said on the subject of the re-admis- 
sion of the company to Prussia that’ ne- 
gotiations had beew pending for a year 
or more. “In 1895 the American companies 
with the exception of the Germania Life, 
were compelled by the rigorous exactions 
of the Prussian laws to withdraw or 
give up their concessions for Prussia. It 
was believed at the time that the rules 
of the government were severe and in 
conflict with the methods followed in this 
country. The dispute ended by the en- 
forced departure of the Prussian com- 
panies authorized to transact in New 
York. Last year I commissioned Second 
Vice President Perkins, who is now in 
Berlin, to secure a re-hearing for us 
and to assure the Prussian government 
that we were realy to comply with their 
requirements in every respect. Acting on 
this request, the minister of the in‘erfor 
appointed a royal ecmmission to examine 
our affairs and standing in the United 
States, and the investigation was made 
this year. The roya)'commission made a 
favorable report and the government ac- 
tuaries after a thorough investigation of 
our policy forms and. returns and the 
liability thereunder joined in the recom- 
mendation. Vice President Perkins, in 
his cable to me, states that the minister 
of the interior today reported on all the 
facts to the Prussian cabinet and that a 
unanimous vote sor our readmission fol- 
lowed. The principal requirements from 
a life insurance company under the Prus- 
Sian law are: 

“1. A life insurance company shall not 
hold in a private corporation. 

“2. A life insurance company shall 
limit its total management expenditures 
to.-a sum not in excess of the loading 
provided for expenses 4n its premium in- 
come. 

‘3. A HMfe insurance company issuing 
policies in which a division of surplus is 
deferred beyond the second year shall so 
keep its books that it can know how 
much of its total surplus (so-called) is 
derived from the policies issued in each 
year, and those amounts must be shown 
as liabilities in its reports to the Prus- 
Sian minister of the interior. 

““We have agreed to carry out each and 
every one of these requirements. In 
bringing about the change in Prussian 
insurance matters Secretary of State 
Hay and Ambassador White, at Berlin, 
aided very maicerially. Superintendent 
Payn, of the insurance department, has 
rendered excellent service also by per- 
mitting the royal commission to ‘have 
free access to his department records and 
in urging a better undeérstanfline between 
the authorities of this state and Prussia. 
Baron von Mumm, imperial minister for 
Germany at Washington, thas also ren- 
dered efficient service and has been most 


interested in securing a settlement of al! 


difficulties.’’ 

President McCall further said: ‘*This is 
the first instance in which such a com- 
mission Gas évér béeh went td the United 
States in behalf of a foreigh government 
and it contains a suggestion with regard 
to commercial questions that arise be- 
tween governments so far reaching that 
the president of +Hé United States quick- 
ly recognized the possible significance of 
it and repeatedly expressed his deep in- 
terest in the issue of the commission's 
work. I believe that the precedent thus 
established in the action of the Prussian 
government will show the way to a bet- 
ter method of settling all commercial 
differences and in securing additional and 
valuable privileges for American business 
interests the ‘world over.”’ 


STATE DEPARTMENT INFORMED 


Of the Favorable Settlement of the 
Question. 


Washington, October 28.—The state doe- 
partment has been notified from Berlin 
of a favorable settlement of the insur- 
ance question, which has been pending 
‘between the insurance companies and the 
Prussian government. The application of 
a New York company] for readmission to 
business in Germany was followed by a 
thorough investigation of its affairs ex- 
tending over several months by a royal 
commission, which visited the United 
States in the early part of this year. 
The statement of thea company was re- 
ferred by the minister of the interior of 
Prussia to the actuaries of the govern- 
ment and the reports of both the com- 
mission and the actuaries to the govern- 
ment were favorable. The Prussian cab- 
inet unanimously ratifled the reports and 
voted for the company’s readmission. 

The company Las, among other things, 
agreed that it will dispose of its stock; 
amounting to $5,000,000 and restrict its 
investments hereafter to government, 
state, municipal and other bonds and 
mortgages on improved real estate. Prus- 
sian companies are not permitted to hold 
stocks as trust fund investments. Great

Cotton Men at Charlotte. 

Charlotte, N. C., October 28.—In address- 
ing a large gathering of southern cotton 
manufacturers and planters at Charlotte, 
under the auspices of the chamber of 
commerce, John Barrett, late United 
States minister to Siam, said:

ANILROADS ARE BADLY WEEDED 


Insurgents Tear Up the Track, Burn 
the Ties and Bury the Rails as 
the American Troops Ad- 
vance Along the 
Line. 


Chicago, October 28.—The Tribune prints 
a@ summary of the situation in the Philip- 
pine islands from its special correspon- 
dent there, Richard H. Little. The let- 
ter, which is dated Manila, September 
4th, says: 

“Here are some ficures, made seven 
months and a half after our campaign 
against the Filipinos began. Say it is 
five miles to Angeles—we hold possession 
of the railroad up to that point. We can 
fairly claim possession of the land a half 
mile on each side of the track. We have 
pessession of the wagon road, and, let 
us say, a half mile on each side from 
San Fernando, through Bacolor to Santa 
Rita, eight miles, with four miles to 
Guaga. We have a road from Malolos 
to Balinag, eleven miles northeast. We 
can claim eleven square miles here. 

“We have Manila out as far as the 
waterworks, five miles away. That gives 
us, say. twenty-five miles around the city. 

“Then, we have the road and a half 
miles each side down eighteen miles to 
Imus. Then we have C@amba and some 
other points on the lake that General 
Lawton captured before he was ordered 
back. Those towns are not approachei 
by road, but by boat across Laguna de 
Bay, and we only control the land they 
stand on. 

“Adding up our total possessions we 
find we have 117 square miles. 

“The island of Luzon contains 42,000 
square miles. 

Insurrection Is Growing. 

“Outside of Luzon the insurrection 
seems to be growing. Theinsurgénts hold 
ports in Mindanao, the next largest island 
to Luzon in the Philippines, and sail toa 
be incalculably rich in gold and silver 
mines, iron and copper ores, and other 
minerals. besides possessing wonderful 
forests of hard wood. No Americans 
have dared vénture there as yet, as Gen- 
eral Otis has sent no troops to the island. 
Englishmen and Germans are prowling 
about the island getting all the conces- 
sions *hey can. It is said several pros- 
pecting parties are at work, 

“General Otis reports confilctgs between 
the ‘robber bands’ and American soldiers 
in Negros and Cebu. The Nineteenth, the 
Kighteenth and the Sixth and one bat- 
talion of the Twenty-third infantry are 
now in these islands fighting the robber 
who dig trenches and occupy 
towns and make night attacks after the 


‘fashion of the insurgents in Luzon. 


“A late report from Cebu is that some 
2,00 ‘robbers’ were menacing our forces 
and a collision was imminent. 

“The next campaign is going to be dif- 
ferent from the last. We will get out of 
the flat, open country into mountainous, 
thickly wooded country. If We do not end 
the war here, we will have to carry it 
into the high, rocky-ribbed mountains of 
Luzon. 

Otis Informs Department. 

“It will be no violation of a state secret 
to say that the first object of the next 
campaign will be to get the rest of the 
railroad from the hands of the insur- 
gents. The insurgents ought to be firmly 
convinced by this time that we want the 
Manila and Dagupan railroad, as we 
have fought along that line seven months. 
They know we want it, and they also 
know that we are going to get it, for 
they are already tearing up the track,

north of Angeles. 

“The country east of the raflroad, north 
of Angeles to Dagupan is much like it 
is south of Manila, except higher and 
broken. West of the railroad are high 
mountains that will offer the insurgents 
better opportunity to retreat and escape 
than they had in the low country.

notify the ‘walled city’ that the rails 
have been torn up from the section of 
track just captured and that the ties 
have been burned and the grade destroy- 
ed they get an order to ‘fix it.’ So after 
a few miles of railroad is captured the 
soldiers have to scatter up and down the 
track and go mining for steel rails. _ 


Rails Are Buried by Rebels. 

“The insurgents bury the raiis five or eix 
feet deep. They observed that the Ameri- 
cans located the rails by eounding ‘with 
a@ crowbar, so ihey resorted to the ex- 
pedient of putting a layer of ties over 
the rails. To replace the burned ties the 
quartermaster’s department were forced 
to use planks, two boards, each two 
inches wide, being nailed together for 
ties. The sidetrack, wherever possible, 
all the way back to Manila, was jerked 
up, carried north and put down where the 
rails could be found. The American army 
is badly dn need of railroad ties and steel 
rails. 

“Another great need of the army is 
light draft steamboats for use on the 
many rivers and lakes ot Luzon. There 
is hardly a place in the world where an 
army could use river steamers to greater 
advantage. The Rio Grande, the Chico, 
the Rio Grande Pampanga, the Agno, the 
Bicol and the Pasig all flow through 
fertile and densely populated valleys and 
offer a means to the army of bringing up 
supplies and swiftly transporting large 
bodies of soldiers that would be invalu- 
able were it utilized.

Omaha, Neb., October 28.—Willilam Jen- 
nings Bryan started on his flying trip

He plainly shows 
the effect of hard campaigning and others 
have been added to the party to do some 
of the talking. General Superintendent 
Calvert, of the Burlington road, placed 
his special car at the disposal of the 
party, which comprised Passenger Agent 
Smith, of the Burlington; Governor Poyn- 
ter, Stute Treasurer Smith, Colonel Vif- 
quain, Frank P. Morgan and representa- 
tives of the press. The party was joined 
by Judge Holcomb and Congressman 
Sutherland. The speeches were largely 
confined to national issues, imperialism 
and money being the principal topics. 
When the home of the late Congressman 
McKeighan was reached Mr. Bryan paid 
a glowing tribute to this early light of 
populism tn Nebraska. At Benkleman, 
within twenty miles of the Colorado line, 
the speaking closed for the night. 

Mr. Bryan expressed confidence in his 
ability to finish the campaign, though 
it is evident that the exertion following 
his recent illness is a severe strain upon 


him. 
HANNA CLAIMS EVERYTHING. 


Senator Asserts That Ohio Will Sus- 
tain the Administration. 
Cleveland, O., October 28.—Senator Han. 
na expressed himself in an extended in- 
terview today as satisfied with the polit- 
ical outlook. The slogan of the republiran 
presidential campaign in 1900, he said, 
would be “full dinner buckets, protection, 
an unchanged currency and expansion.’ 

Regarding Ohio he said: 

“I am just home from a fair tour of the 
state. I have reports from points at which 
I did not touch. From this I would say 
that Judge George K. Nash will be elected 
by a big majority. This is essentially a 
republican year. The democrats sought 
to make votes by dodging state issues and 
taking up national issues, for their state 
platform.

WILL WHITE FIGHT 
OR BEAT RETREAT 


England Satisfled with Progress 
of Campaign So Far, 


EVENTS CLOSELY WATCHED 


Now That the Boers. Have Combined, 
Developments Are Expected, 


RE-ENFORCEMENTS GREATLY DESIRED 


Probabilities Are That the Britishers 
Will Not Become Aggressive 
._Until More Troops Reach 
the Scene of War from 
the East. 


London, October 28.—The South African 
war has now been in progress nearly three 
weeks and so far the British arms have 
been consistently crowned with momen- 
tary successes, though at a cost which 
verifies President Kruger’s prediction that 
the conflict would stagger humanity. But 
though victory has fallen to Great Brit- 
ain whenever and wherever the issues 
were of paramount importance, General 
White’s position today is scarcely more 
reassuring that at the- outbreak of the 
war. So far he has only shown his abil- 
ity to outwit by startegy the Boer strat- 
egy. That in its conception meets with 
high praise from the British military crit- 
icts. Now he appears to have reached 
the limit of this game of war, by which 
he was able to prevent the meeting of the 
Boer columns and must either meet the 
enemy’s combined forces or retreat. Many 
people think General White should rest 
content with the successes so far achieved 
and fall back on Colenso, pointing out 
that he appears to be fully able to move 
his forces quickly and without deteriora- 
tion. 

It is scarcely probable that he will fol- 
low this course, preferring rather to hold 
Ladysmith, though against much supe- 
rior numbers, until re-enforced. It is 
the feeling that the general intends to 
follow the latter course that creates 
uneasiness. for victories over Boer units 


are not believed to indicate that the game, 


result can be achieved over the Boers 
when massed. 

Compared with this impending move- 
ment about Ladysmith, the fate of Kim- 
berley and Mafeking and the progress of 
the other independent operations are al- 
most insignificant. The rapidity of the 
Boer advance and the tenacity of the 
endeavors of their columns to concen- 
trate on General White have proved 
clearly that the Boers’ plans were ma- 
tured long before hostilities displaced ne- 
gotiations and though they may be un- 
able to stand before the brilliant charges 
of the British troops or serve their artil- 
lery with the skill of their opponents, 
that they are a mobile force and oper- 
ate harmoniously under a carefully pre- 
pared plan of campaign. 


The Britons Are Guessing. 


No one seems to have the faintest idea 
of what conditions will ‘confront the 
British army corps upon its arrival in 
South Africa. Will it be an avenging 
force whose duty it will be to wipe out 
the defeat of General 
capture of Mafeking and Kimberley. ar 
will it simply be a walkover into Pre- 
toria, dispersing Boer bands disintegrated 
by the strain of a long campaign and dis- 
couraged by constant reverses? 

These questions are uppermost in the 
minds of all connected with the war 
office. By November 4th the last troop 
ship should have sailed, but the army 
corps will scarcely take the field until 
the end of December. There is a lull 
in the departure of the troops forming 
the army corps, owing, the admiralty offi- 
cials say, to the troops not being ready. 

The embarkation of 21,000 men, 1,000 
horses and seven batteries of artillery, 
with the wagons and equipment, between 
October Wth and wz4th is pointed to as 
being a splendid feat upon the part of 
the admiralty, not forgetting also to 
Rive credit to the army for having the 
men ready at the dock,

Other Nations isay Take a Hand. 

The attitude of the foreign powers pro- 
vides an unfailing sourcs of comment 
and contradictory reports. The virulent 
and persistent abuse of Great Britain by 
the continental press gives rise to the 
fear that, in spite of official denials, Rus- 
sia and France intend taking advantage 
of the South African troubles. On the 
other hand, it is pointed out that the 
czarewitch is making a long and friendly 
visit to England, while France is devoting 
her enegies to make the Paris exposition 
a success. German interference seems 
scarcely probable, in view cf the empcr- 
or’s exp2cted visit to England, while 
Austrian neutrality has several times 
been semi-officially voiced and the sultan 
has stepped into the breach by sending a 
telegram to the Turkish embassy in Lon- 
don, after hearing of the capture of the 
squadron of the Eighteenth Hussars, say- 
ing it was a great sorrow to him, and 
that he only regretted that he could not 
come to the aid of his friends, the Eng- 
lish. A concensus of the b2st opinion, as 
gained by representatives of the Asso- 
clated Press, inclines to the belief that 
the rumois of HMuropean intervention are 
merely a well-developed scare, to which 
Great Britain has often been subje:t, with 
less warrant for it than upon many 
previous occasions. It igs patent that the 
internal affairs of the other European 
countries are scarcely in a condition to 
warrant interference. France has ~~ the 
conspiracy trial and the exposition on her 
hands. The former is not serious enough 
to demand war asa divertissement, and 
the latter is doomed to ruin the minute she 
is involvedina conflict. Germany’s inter- 
ests in South Africa demand peace and 
well-ordered conditions while the progress 
of her colonization schemes ‘n other parts 
of the globe greatly depend upon _ her 
amicable relations with Great Britain. 
Austria's internal politics are more dis- 
quieting than ever. The ultramontaines 
are taking a new lease of life, and are 
joining hands with the Czech mobs in 
venting theic fry on the Jews. Spain 
seems almost ripe for an internal confia- 
gration, while Italy’s approaching meet- 
ing) of parliament may result in the over- 
throw of ner ministry, for the socialists 
were never stronger, and have thrown 
down the gage of battle. Russia, of 
course, is an unknown factor, but if it is 
true, as stated, that she some months 
ago came to an understandirg with Great 
Britain regarding spheres of influence in 
China, it is scarcely likely that she will 
take this occasion to exhibit her enmity 
in spite of the ragings of her press. If 
Russia makes any move, it is more than 
probable that her hand will be shown in 
Servia, where Russia’s feelings are clear- 
ly indicated by the departure from Bel- 
grade of her charge d'affaires after his 
request for the pardon of some of the 
persons charged with being connected 
with the attempt upon Former King 
Milan’s life was refused.

WAIT FOR NEWS FROM FRONT. 


Silence Is Not at All Relished by the 
Englishmen. 

London, Octcber 28.—The lull in news 
from Ladysmith, Natal, which was be- 
ginning to be regarded as ominous, has 
as length been broken by a Cape Town 
dispatch under this morning's date say- 
ing: 

“Scouts from Modderspruitt having re- 
ported the Boers in force on the Help- 
makaar road, General White ordered out 
a strong force of artillery, mounted in- 
fantry and cavalry. A small patrol of 
mounted infantry was shelled by the 
Boers nine miles from Ladysmith, and the 
Boer position was finally located three 
miles beyond Modderspruitt. The British 
force is now three miles from the Boers.”’ 

The dispatch does not give the date 
of the above occurrance, but it must have 
been since Thursday when the last news

Former Champlon of the British Navy 
: Loses a Fight. 


UNFAIR WORK WAS PERMITTED 


Englishman Pounded His Adversary 
All Over the Ring. 


UMPIRE WAS AGAINST FAIR PLAY 


Marquis of Queensbury Rules Are 
Horribly Mutilated by the 
Two Fighters. 


Paris, October 28.—A fight for 25,000 
francs between Charlemont, the French 
champion, and “Jerry’’ Driscoll, former 
champion of the British navy, this after- 
' noon, resulted in a victory for the for- 
' mer. There was a great crowd present 

and the fighting was hot for six rounds. 

In the seventh round Driscoll was knock- 
ed out by a smashing kick on the groin, 

the Frenchman being allowed to use this 
| feet, in accordance with the French cus- 
‘tom. The seats sold as high as $40 each. 

The Englishmen and several French- 
men protested against the decision being 
given in favor of Charlemont, but the 
'maiority greeted the announcement with 

wild shouts of triumph and cries of 

‘‘Fashoda.” 

The Englishmen who witnessed the fight 
declare that it was most grotesquely un- 
fair from beginning to end. The umpires 
were both Frenchmen and one of them 
actually was Charlemont's father. The 
mateh was supposed to be under the 
Queensbury rules, Dut the ring was five 
and one-hali yards square. The contest 
consisted of two minute rounds, with tIn- 
tervals of one minute and ten seconds. 

Charlemont was heavy and fat. Driscoll 
was Hght and sinewy. 

Charlemont wore. walking shoes and 
five-ounce gloves were used. The French- 
man was no match for Driscoll, who 
' pounded his opponent’s face to.a jelly and 

finally got him in chancery; but he im- 
' mediately released, crying out: 

‘He has bitten my lip.” 

Driscoll, however, tackled him again, 
whereupon the crowd jeered and hooted 
him, nobody knew why. Finally, Driscoll, 
hearing some one shout: “Time,” stop- 
ped and the uproar increased. One of the 
umpires threatened to withdraw, where- 
upon a Frenchman in the crowd rose and 
| said he would act as umpire. This led to 
a discussion, lasting four minutes, eliving 
Charlemont, who was groggy, time to 
recover for the second round, during 
which Charlemont was again punished, 
-and the round was stopped before the 
time half expired, Chariemont being out 
of breath. 

Rowdy disputes lasted during the inter- 
'val, until Charlemont was ready for the 
| third round, in which Driscoll drew blood 
-and landed on the Frenchman’s wind, 


' sending Charlemont reeling time and 
|' again until the round was unfairly called. 
'™Mhe fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
rounds Were repetitions of the. foregoing, 
/ though Charlemont succeeded in getting 
'in a few kicks. In the eighth round 
| Charlemont landed an upward kick on 
| Driscoll’s groin. Driscoll appealed to the 
spectators against this foul hit and then 
| doubled up in agony and was carried out 
| of the ring. A joyful yell of “vive la 
| France!” came from the crowd and a 
number of people rushed into the ring 
and took Charlemont in their arms 
kissed him and proclaimed him the victor. 
The fight lasted an hour. Charlemont 
takes the 25,000 francs.

Children in the right way and in = pro- 

moting their happiness is seldom uappre- 

ciated until we notice the contrary ef- 
fects of a want of sympathy. The child 
who has parents interested in his games 
and his studies, who exert themselves to 
make his life pleasant and useful, and 
who by their sympathy encourage him 
in his studies and his efforts to improve, 
has every incentive to labor cheejfully in 
the effort to improve himself. Another 
child;may be physically as well cared for 
and be given every advantage that schools 
afford, but, if his parents are churlish 
and unsympathetic, he leads a cheerless 
life at home and either becomes morose 
or seeks away from thome the genial 
spirits who will minister to his natural 
desire for sympathy. Parents who really 
love their children sometimes exhibit to- 
ward them a fault-finding disposition or 
treat them with indifference, ‘They do not 
realize the importance of demonstrations 
of love and sympathy, or they have form- 
ed the bad habit of repressing exhibitions 
of kindly feeling. Young people are hun- 
gry for love, tor sympathy, fcqg admira- 
tion, and, if they do not get these things 
at home, they may seek them elsewhere, 
sometimes in society that is not fitted to 
promote their welfare. Young giris suffer 
more, perhaps, from lack of sympathy 
than boys, for the reason Uhat they are 
more closely held to home-life. And they 
are exposed to special dangers when, af- 
ter hungering for love and sympathy, 
they meet a stranger who treats them 
kindly. 

The ideal home is a little community 
made up of members who not only love 
each other, but take real interest in the 
hopes, aspirations, and works to meet 
with sympathy. Such a home is seldom 
neglected for the club or the dance hall 
or the tavern. It is the pleasantest piace 
in all the world to those who are members 
of the family, and there they gather as 
in a haven of rest after the day's work 
has been done. It may not bea very weil- 
appointed home; the dinners may be 
coarse, the fare slim; but it is a place 
where the heart may feed upon sympa- 
thy, where one may be happy. And such 
a home offers the best possible protection 
to the growing boy or girl from the evil

Action of the Presbytery of Atlanta 
in Regard to Fourth Church. 


On account of certain dissentions in the 
membership 
church, on,the corner of Chamberlain 
and Jackson streets, this city, it has been 
decided. by the presbytery of Atlanta to 
dissolve that church and to reorganize 
another one in its place. 

For several years past things have not 
been running smoothly with this church. 
but not until recently has its condition 
become critical. Dissentions sprang up 
when Dr. T. P. Cleveland left the church 
two years ago and since that time many 
influentia] members have withdrawn their 
letters... In the hope of adjusting the 
difficulties of the church Rev. F. R. 
Graves was called to the pulpit shortly 
after Dr. Cleveland left, but instead of 
improving matters became worse and 
M:. Graves accepted another call. Some 
time ago in trying to agree upon some one 


became divided into two bitter and hos- 


to make concessions. 
bytery of Atlanta took up the trouble 
and appointed commissions to inquire into 
the cause of the division. After an in- 
vestigation it was discovered ‘by tha 
commission that the church was not only 
hopelessly rent in twain 
persona] hostilities and disputes oan. the 
part of members, but that the financial 
status of the church was in bad condi- 
tion. Consequently the commissioners 
recommended in view of the spiritual and 
monetary collapse into which the church 
had fallen that the best course to pursue 
was to dissolve the church and to re- 
organize another one. This report was 
adopted by the presbytery of Atlanta sev- 
era] days ago\and on last Sunday the 
action of that body was formally trans- 
mitted to the Fourth Presbyterian church 
and read before the congregation. 

Some of the members feel very indig- 
nant over the action of the presbytery, 
but others take it in good part, feeling 
that another church wil] soon take the 
nlaca of ths old one and that better re- 
sults will be achieved in the future. Steps 
looking toward the reorganization of the 
church have not been Yaken yet, but 
they will probably be taken within the 
next few days. 


DR. JOHN HALL’S SUCCESSUR. 


What Steps Are ; Being Taken To Full 
Pulpit of Wealthiest Church. 


- After more than a year the Fifth ave- 
nue Piesbyterian, New York_ pulpit com- 
mittea is about to report upon a suc- 
cessor to the Rev. Dr. John Hall. The 
Rey. Dr. F. W. Sneed, of the Washing- 
ton avenue church, St. Rouis. is under 
consideration by this committee, but it is 
not at all likely that he will be, recom- 
mended to the congregation. The reason 
ig the general! belief that an American, 
solely because he is an American, cannot 
succeed in this pulpit. The congregation, 
members and attendants left by Dr. Hall 
number only about 60. The Fifth avenue 
church seats 2,006. Some one must be 
called who can draw the other 1,406. The 
most eminent Americans have failed to 
do it, even when weli advertised. Emi- 
nent foreigners do it. The pulpit com- 
mittee believes it must meet conditions 
ag they are, not as it would have them. 
The St. Louis pastor has many admirers 
among the congregation. 

The three foreigners are the Rev. Wil- 
liam Watson, of Trinity church, Birken- 
head, Liverpool; the Rev. Dr. N. Audley 
Ross, of Trinity church, New Castlé-on- 
Tyne, both English Presbyterians, and 
the Rev. G. Campbell Morgan, of New 
Court Congregational church, London. 
Presbyterian ministers of New York, who 
are trying to redeem Presbyterian condi- 
tions in that city, are trying to induce 
the Fifth avenue committee to recom- 
mend to its congregation the Rev. Mr. 


| Morgan, who can do, they say, a service 
to Presbyterianism in New York and ‘in 
America such as it sorely needs at this 
time and such as no other man can do, 
and do so well as in this, the first Presby- 
terian pulpit in the world. The trend at 
the moment seems to be, however, toward 
Rev. Dr. Ross. He has been most high- 
ly commended by his associates among 
the English delegation to the late coun- 
cil at Washington. He is a north of 
Ireland Scotchman, as was Dr. Hall, a 
member of the executive committee of 
the Federation of Free Evangelical 
church of Great Britain and one of the 
leaders in the Presbyterian church of Eng- 
land. Tha committee has itself not taken 
a vote to see whom it favors, but it Is 
safe to say that a successor to the fa- 
mous pulpiteer will be secured and in- 
stalled by the beginning of the year. 


UNIVERSALISTS IN BOSTON. 


Recent Biennial Session of the Gen- 
eral Convention. 


The biennial session of the Universalist 
general convention has just been held 
in Boston, Mass. It was preceded by a 
two days’ meeting of ministers and their 
wives. Great interest was manifested 
among the several hundred attendants. 

The convention which followed was the 
largest in the history of the denomina- 
tion. 

The body was formally welcomed by 
the governor, Hon. Roger Wolcott; by 
the state attorney, H. M. Knowlton, and 
by Mayor Josiah Quincy. 

There were interdenominational greet- 
ings at different meetings, when Dr. 
George A. Gordon, pastor of the Old 
South church, and Rev. Lyman Abbott, 
D.D., editor of The Outlook, spoke in be- 
half of the Congregationalists; and Rev. 
Samuel A. Peabody, of Harvard college, 
and Rev. Edward Everett Hale repre- 
sented the Unitarians. 

The Sunday night mass meetings were 
in Music hall and in King’s chapel, and 
attracted vast crowds, thousands being 
turned away at the doors. 

Among the important business trans- 
acted was the ratification of the pending 
statement of “‘principles,’’ which are as 
follows: 

The Fatherhood of God; 
authority and leadership cf 
Jesus Christ. 

The Bible 
from God. 

Just retribution for sin. 

The final harmony of all souls with God. 

The convention indorsed the movement 
for raising a twentieth century fund of 
200,000, to be devoted to church exten- 
sion, and before the session ended it was 
stated that some $14,000 had been pledged. 

The attempt to change the title of the 
general superintendent to bishop was re- 
jected by a decisive vote. 

The report of the secretary showed 
that the average contribution for each 
Universalist family toward various Chris- 
tian enterprises was about $26 per year. 
The summary showed that the advance- 
ment in the denomination for the past 
fifteen vears had been: In the number 
of parishes, 15 per cent; in the number of 
families, 33 per cent; in the number of 
church members, 64 per cent.

HUTCHINS SAVED HIS MEAT 


By Hiding It in the Hearth of an 
Old Blacksmith Shop—Bill’s 
afvice About Cotton. 


A friend writes me from Florida that 
bacon will not: Keep well in that climate, 
and that the old settlers say it always 
gets rancid. He wants to know iff there 
is any remedy for this. Yes, I think so, 
unless hogs fattened on pinders are dif- 
ferent from those fattened on corn, 

This reminds me of a war story. 

In 1864 my wife and half a dozen lit- 
tie children found refuge from the foul 
invader at her father’s plantation on the 
upper Chattahoochee river. There was 
no white man there or near there save 
her old father, Judge Hutchins. There 
were about a hundred negroes, more 
than half of them too old or too young 
to work. Food for our soldiers was get- 
ting scarcer every day and orders came 
that every farmer should be tithed— 
that is to.say, he should give up to the 
government agents a portion of his corn 
and meat and beef cattle. A mounted 
detail from the home guard was sent 
out with wagons to enforce the order 
and gather in the supplies. There was 
nobody to resist them, for everybody 
was in the army save old men and in- 
yalids and women and children. Late 
one evening a company of thirty men 
came to Judge Hutchins’s house and 
rudely informed him that they came 
for bacon and beef cattle. The judge 
very calmly told them he had none to 
For a while they parleyed with 


spare. 
him, but finally demanded the key to 
his smokehouse. My wife and children 
and two other little grandchildren lis- 


tened in fear and anxiety. They Knew 
that the judge was a featless man, but 
there were so many well armed men 
against him, the odds were fearful, and 
when he refused to give up the key, they 
said they would arrest him and break 
down the door. 

Then he pleaded with them in a trem- 
bling voice and said to the captain: 
“Here is my daughter and her little help- 
less children and here are two others 
whose mother is dead and their father 
isin the army. I have but four sons and 
they are in the army. My two sons-in-law 
are there. Here on this place are fifty 
or sixty negroes who are too young 
or too old to work, and it is a struggle 
for us all to live. I am alone and get- 
ting old. I ha#e done my share for tho 
confederacy and cannot do more. Now I 
know that you can overpower me or 
kill me and take away the little meat I 
have saved for these helpless ones, but 
let me tell you, captain, the first man 
who goes to that door to break it down 
will be a dead man before he can do it.’’ 
His black eyes flashed as if Ht up by 
sparks of fire and his voice no longer 
trembled. He was desperate. Lightly 
he ascended the stairs, where he had two 
double-barreled guns well loaded, and 
planting himself by the window that 
overlooked the smokehouse, he = said, 
“Now break that door if you dare to,”’ 
and the percussion lock went click, click. 
The captain looked at the door and then 
at the judge. There was an awful si- 
lence for a few moments. My wife and 
children had heard it all and trembled. 
Some of the negroes had gathered at the 
cabin doors, and old Sam dared to ex- 
claim in a low, husky voice, “‘Better not— 
better. not—old massa kill you—kill you 
shore.’”’ 

The captain, suddenly’ reconsidered. 
“Come, boys,’ said he ‘‘it'® getting late, 
and there ain’t no use in fighting about 
a little meat. We can report the case 
to headquarters and if we are ordered 
back we can try it again, I reckon.” 
Without saying goodbye or farewell they 
left. 

That night about midnight the judge 
called up old Jack and Virgil, whom he 
knew he could trust, and had the joints 
of the meat and a part of the sides 
carried quietly down to the old black- 
smith shop on the bank of the river. 
With pick and shovel the cinders and 
earth in the old hearth were soon exca- 
vated and a chamber fashioned that 
would hold and hide a thousand pounds. 
It was buried there and the hearth was 
covered just like it had been. Some 
scattering charcoal filled in the spaces 
and some was left on top and the black 
old basket placed where it long had 
been. With shovel and wheelbarrow the 


* surplus earth was taken down the river 


bank and tumbled in and then all was 
quiet on the Chattahoochee. The burial 
of Sir John Moore was not more silent. 
In January, 1865, I. joined my family at 
the plantation and not long after the 
juage furnished us a good mule team 
and wagon and we returned to our home 
in Rome. The day before we left his 
hospitable mansion he opened the cache 
and found the meat all sweet and sound 
and we brought a good portion of it 
with us and it was as precious as gold. 
My wife says the charcoal purified it and 
kept it from tasting old or rancid. 

Now then I have answered my friend’s 
question. He must get up another civil 
war and hide his meat in the hearth 
of an old blacksmith shop. Earth and 
charcoal are both good disinfectants and 
preservers of flesh, and if I was in Flor- 
ida I would pack my meat in charcoal, 
not dust, but small crushed coal. Be- 
fore putting the meat down I would 
powder it from a pepper box with borax. 
Borax is almost universally used now. 
It is sure death to skippers and other 
vermine, and a druggist told me that the. 
Sale of it had increased a thousand per 
cent within the last five years. 

When my family got home we found 
that it was not good to live by meat 
alone and we had to send down the river 
@ hundred miles for a few bushels of 
corn and hid it near a mill in the coun-

try, because the outlaws and deserters 
were patrolling the land and taking 
everything they could find. A good friend 
brought us half a bushel of meal at a 
time on the sly, and so we got along. 
The memory of old Rowland Bryant is 
still precious to us for his kindness in 
those days of tribulation. It is encour- 
aging to know that Armour & Co. have 
not abolished all the smokehouses in 
the land, nor drawn our home made 
meat into their mighty trust. Our farm- 
ers are generally raising their own meat 
and bring a good deal to town to sell, 
and my wife says that country lard is 
purer and better than any that comes 
from the packing houses of the west. 
Our home market is well supplied by 
our farmers with almost everything that 
is good to eat. Beef, pork, butter, chick- 
ens, eggs, potatoes, turnips, cabbages. 
beans and apples are in great abundance. 
Of course we can’t have mutton, for the 
negroes must have dogs and the candli- 
dates must have negro votes. I lost 
eight fine Merinos in one night and my 
neighbor, Mr. Dobbins, lost three hun- 
dred in five years, and quit the business. 
But with all our drawbacks, our people 
are on the upgrade. Seven cents cot- 
ton has helped greatly, and if our farm- 
ers will cut down the acreage still more, 
it will bring 8 cents next year and leave 
more land for wheat and corn. The 
southern farmers ought to form a mighty 
trust and regulate acreage and price. 
Our own countye could regulate itself 
by organizing and combining with the 
local banks. Our average crop is 10,WU00 
bales, and at 8 cents a pound would 
bring $400,000. Abo.f— one-half of this 
could be carried and held by the more 
wealthy producers. The other 5,000 bales 
could get an advance of 6 cents a pound, 
or $30 a bale, from the banks on ware- 
house certificates. This would take only 
$150,000. Even $25 a bale would pay the 
cost of production and leave the margin 
for the producer, and this would require 
from ‘the banks only $125,000. If every 
county was to do this a 10,000,000 bale 
crop would jump to 8 cents within sixty 


days. That’s the way to meet trust with 
trust: and defy the speculators. Why 
can’t it be done? BILL ARP.

HAS PROVED SUCCESSFUG 
Tobacco Growing in Florida—tow 


It Is Done. 
Quincy, Fla., October 28.—(Special.)— 
When the great freeze of several years 
ago destroyed the orange groves of 


Florida many enterprising agricultural- 
ists of this county turned their attention 
to tobacco growing, they having ha@ 
some experience, since Mr. H. R. Duval, 
then president of the Florida Centra] and 
Peninsular railroad, but now retired, in- 
troduced tobacco as a@ crop along the 
lines of his railroad about fifteen years 
ago. And Quincy is now the principal to- 
bacco center in Florida, with factories, 


traversed by the Florida Central 


was before the great freeze. 

The best methods used in the cultiva- 
tion of Cuban and Sumatra tobacco in 
this state are similar to those employed 
in Virginia, 
Carolina. Log heaps of oak are burned 
on the ground for seed beds in December 
and January. The seeds are selected by 
experts with respect to the quality of 
leaf desired. Cigar leaf tobacco requires a 
sandy joam, clay subsoil and roiling land, 
while plug leaf thrives best on rich low- 
lands. The beds are raised several inches 
and stand conveniently apart. They are 
fertilized judiciously. The beds should be 
situated on lands sloping from north to 
south and protected on the north by 
forest and open on the south to let in the 
midday sun. A covering made of cheese- 
cloth and fastened onto frames around 
and over the Beds protect the plants. The 
work of transplanting to the fields is 
too generally understood in the south 
to require even a slight mention 
here, but it is well for the plants to be- 
come healthy and.of sufficient size to 
stand the change. Once the transplant- 
ing is done and the plants take root the 
cultivating begins. Several plants stand 
in a hill and the weak plants are thinned 
out. The rows are about four feet apart 
and the hills in the rows are four feet 
apart, as a rule, on gcod land. The meth- 
ods in cultivating are similar to those 
used in cultivating cotton in the south. 
Tobacco worms besiege the plants early 
and live on them till the crop is harvest- 
ed. There are laborers in the field every 
week day during the cultivating remov- 
ing the worms from the plants. Before 
the plants are matured an expert grower 
makes a careful inspection to see if they 


the curing barn. The leaves do not turn 
yellow, as is generally supposed when | 
ripe enough to cut, but the expert sees 
other signs of maturity in the leaves and 
orders the stalks cut down. 

The curing processes are best known to 
experts and it will be only necessary here 
to state that the stalks are tied together 
in hanks and strung up in a barn and 
cured by steam. Then the cured tobacco 
is put in warehouses, where it is divided 
into grades, sorted and uled in bundles 
and fermented. It is then put in cases on 
shelves, where it remains for several 
days, by which time the moisture in the 
leaf becomes uniform. The bundles are 
then made into “cuban carrots’and put in 
bales, there being eighty carrots to the 
bale. The cost of growing and curing to- 
bacco in Florida is probably less than in 
any other state and the quality of cigar 
leaf produced is now competing with the 
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celebrated Cuban product.

Little, J.—l. In a trial under an indict- 
ment for murder jt is the duty of the 
presiding judge to give in charge to the 
jury the law relating to voluntary man- 
slaughter, when there is any evidence 
which would support a verdict for that 
offense, In the present case, while much 
of the evidence tended to show that the 
homicide might have been legally graded 
as murder, yet there was evidence which, 
if credible, might reduce the offense from 
murder to voluntary manslaughter. The 
court therefore properly charged the law 


the jury having returned a verdict find- 
ing the defendant guilty of that offense, it 


trary to law or the evidence in the case. 

2. A charge in the following words: ‘On 
the other hand, if you are satistied after 
a careful consideration of all the evidence 
in the case, testimony and other sources

3. When a new trial of a criminal case 
is asked on the ground that one of the 
jurors who tried the case was not a fair 
and impartial juror, and in support of 
such ground an affidavit of only one per- 
son is presented, tending to show that 
prior to the trial the juror made state- 
ments showing that he was prejudiced 
against the derendant, a new trial, with- 
out more, will not ve ordered, The juror, 
having qualitied on his voir dire, is to be 
presumed to have rightly done so, until 
the contrary is shown by more than one 
witness. 

4. ‘bne grounds of the motion for new 
trial not dealt with above present no 
sufficient cause for a reversal of the judg- 
ment.

Fish, J.—l. Nothing more appearing, a 
fil. fa. commanding a levy to be made “‘on 
the goods and chattels, lands and tene- 
ments of (N., W. and R.), trustees of 
Zion Hill Baptist church, or so much 
thereof as will make (stated amounts as 
principal and interest), which was ad- 
judged against them at a justice’s court,”’ 
etc., is an execution against the three per- 
sons named in Wneir individual capacities. 
The words, “trustees of Zion Hill Baptist 
church,’’ being merely descriptio person- 
arum, should be treated as surplusage. 

2. Consequently, where sucn an execu- 
tion was levied upon certain property as 
the property of N., and he filed a claim, in 
which he set up that the property levied 
upon was his individual property, and not 
that of “Zion Hill Baptist church,” and 
upon the trial of the claim case the plain- 
tiffs in fi. fa. introduced in evidence the 
execution with the entry of such levy 


thereon, a prima facie case was made «out 
i ntheir favor, the presumption being that 
the execution followed the judgment from 
which it issued. It was therefore erron- 
eous, after this evidence was submitted, 
for the justice, upon motion of the claim- 
ant, to dismiss the levy upon the ground 
that the entry of levy showed hat the 
execution had not been levied upon prop- 
erty of the defendant therein named. 

3. It follows that the judge of the supe- 
rior court erred in refusing to sanction 
the plaintiffs’ petition fur certiorari, which 
Jet forth these facts and alleged error in 
the ruling of the justice.

To learn just how much pain ‘would be 
caused by the constant dripping of water 
on the body, several students at Wichita, 
Kan., have tried it. 

A gallon of water was to be loosened, 
drop by drop, from a height of three feet, 
the drops falling at intervals of about 
two seconds. A gallon of water contains 
about 61,444 drops, and at this rate it 
woud take over thirty-four hours to com- 
pleta the task. 

One of the students was seated at a 
table, and allowed his left hand to be 
fixed immovably to the table, so as to in- 
sure every drop striking the same spot 
On the back of the hand. The apparatus 
for dropping the water was adjusted, and 
the experiment began. For the first forty- 
five minutes he experienced no inconve- 
nience save his hand becoming uncom- 
fortable from being wet constantly with 
the cold water. Arrangements were then 
made to keep the water at blood heat, 
and” it soon became more comfortable. 
In about two hours a slight redness be- 
gan to appear which gradually got as big 
as a quarter. The third half hour the 
drops were scarcely felt at all, the hand 
being apparently numb to the water, al- 
though sensitive to the touch of any- 
thing else. The red spot increased until 
it was larger than a silver half dollar, 
and the dropping of the water began 
ta ‘become slightly painful. It was no- 
ticed that if any one told a story or did 
anything to divert the student’s atten- 
tion from his hand he did not notice any 
pain at all, but concentration of thought 
upon his hand made the pain grow. 

After about six hours and a half. the 
red spot, which had been first a bright 
red, siowly turned to a purple, and a bDiis- 
ter be#en to rise. The pain had increased 
sradually up to this stage, and the young 
inman said he felt as though every falling 
drop came with the torce of a Hammer, 
the pain reaching the shoulder, and even 
a little beyond. After the blister had 
raised the blows irom the drops were 
not so severe, but he said they were bad 
enough, producing a dull feeling like 
slowiy pushing down upon it,

Two Important Measures. 

The Georgia Iederation of Labor 
Bt its large and representative conven- 
tion last April, respectfully recommen- 
ged for passage by the legislature two 
splendid measures which wilil doubtless 
receive favorable consideration by the 
general assembly. 

The first is a biil creating a bu- 
reau of labor and industrial statistics, 


working more than eight months in 
the factories, and furnishing them an 
incentive to go to school the remain- 
ing four months in each year. 

The proposed bill to establish a bu- 
reau of labor statistics is decidedly 
meritorious. it will fill a long felt 
want. Consideration of its provisions 
will show that its scope is wide, and, 
if faithfully carried out, will prove of 
vast benefit, not only to the city and 
town workingmen, but to the employ- 
er class as well, and to be promotive 
of good to the entire state. 

Such a bureau is greatly needed. At 
present there is no provision of our 
laws looking to fhe collection and dis- 
gemination of industrial statistics, 
Nowhere in Georgia can such informa- 
tion be accurately and authoritatively 
obtained. Inquiries from abroad are 
constantly being made by would-be in- 
westors, touching this or that indus- 
try. Such letters find their way into 
the offices of the various state depart- 


ments, and even into the governor's

The History of Georgia. 

Today we publish the first install-

| Georgia as they are with other locall- 


ties. There should not be within the 
limits of the state one single Man, Wo- 
man or child who is ignorant of the 
state’s history: and especially is this 
obligution binding upon Georgians in 
view of the splendid history the state 
possesses. 

Our public and private schools prop- 
erly lay great stress upon the study of 
English and American histories. We 
do not mean to criticise this policy of 
instruction which is necessary in giv- 
ing pupils some definite idea of our na- 
tional antecedents; but we insist that 
equal stress should be laid upon the 
study of Georgia history in Georgia 
schools. Unless we are taught to rev- 
erence those things which are nearest 
us we are not apt to reverence those 
things which are more remote. Pa- 
triotism must begin at home if it grows 
eventually into national proportions. 
Georgians will be better citizens of the 
republic for loving and _ cherishing 
those things which pertain to Georgia; 
and in making themselves familiar 
with Georgia’s past achievements in 
peace and in war they will be inspired 
with better ideals of citizenship in the 


) government of which Georgia is one of 


the integral parts. Such considera- 
tions have influenced The Constitution 
in beginning the publication of the 
history of Georgia; and we trust that 
the series of instal!ments will not only

It will be difficult to suggest a de- 
fense to a practice based upon com- 
mercial greed and aimed at the health 
of the people, and the bill of Senator 
Steed will doubtless commend itself 
to the members of the legislature as 
it does to the pubfic. 


Work of Messrs. Orme and Egleston. 

Atlanta’s pride in the splendid suc- 
cess of Brumby day is certainiy nat- 
ural under the circumstances, indeed, 
would be natural under aay circum- 
Stances, for in every detail it was a 
success in every sense of the word. 
It was Atlanta’s way to let no disap- 
pointment cast a damper over her de- 
termination to honor this gallant son 
of Georgia, and the reception accorded 
Brumby was as fine as it could have 
been under any circumstances. 

Many men contributed to this end and 
all of them deserve, as they receive, 
credit for their work; it is because 
every Atlantian does his part that the 
Atlanta spirit has come to be famous 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the land. 2 

There is, therefore, no suggestion of 
invidious comparison in making special 
mention at this time of two men whose 
modesty kept them in the background, 
but to whom, more than to any others, 
Brumby day is due. That his friends 
in Georgia should present Lieutenant 
Brumby with a handsome sword, to let 
him know that they had not forgotten 
him and that his deeds in far seas had 
not passed unnoticed, was first sug- 
gested by Mr. Joseph T. Orme; and 
the sword, which was the incentive 
of Brumby day, was very largely due 
to the untiring efforts of Mr. Orme 
and Mr. Thomas Egleston, both school- 
mates of Lieutenant Brumby when the 
gallant lieutenant was an Atlanta 
schoolboy. 

From the time the idea first entered 
their heads until the last of the ex- 
ercises had been held, these two enter- 
prising Atlantians were unceasing in 
their efforts to make the sword presen- 
tation, with everythine pertaining to 
it, a great success, and certainly very 
much of the credit for the success is 
due them. That they were not more 
prominent before the public was due to 
their own modesty; and in these days 
when modesty is such a rare virtue 
here in Atlanta as everywhere, The 
Constitution is unwilling to dismiss the 
Brumby ineident without giving this 
credit where it is so justly due. 

The First Week of the Farr. 

The first week of the state fair, 
Which closed yesterday, makes it timely 
for us to say that it has scpred a suc- 
cess as substantial as it is brilliant. 
in this particular, indeed, it has over- 
reached and outruh all former slate 
fairs and has surpassed the most en- 
thusiastic expectations of all who have 
been interested in its success. 

The fair still has a week to run, @ 
week which promises even more sub- 
stantial results than that which closed 
last night, but if no visitors were to 
pass through the gates during the com- 
ing week, the association has enough 
money to pay all the operating expen- 
ses up to next Saturday night, as well 
as $15,000 in premiums, and still have 
a snug sum left for a nucleus for an- 
other fair. 

This statement presents. the facts 
much more emphatically than the ac- 
tual figures of receipts and expenses. 
The Constitution is willing to admit 
that when it printed its editorial ar- 
ticle several months ago, calling for a 
revivai of the old-time Georgia faiP, 
based on the agricultural resources 
of the state, it had no-idea that its 
proposition, the first made on the sub- 
ject, would result in such substantial 
success as has marked the first week 
of the exhibition. The record goes 
away above that of any former state 
fair, and in this as in other respects 
the event marks a new era in the his- 
tory of Georgia agriculture. 

The Constitution, in its first call for 
the fair, outlined the plan which has 
been mainly followed. It proposed an 
old-fashioned fair as far as possible, 
a fair that would furnish both the op- 
portunity and the excuse for the farm- 
ers of the state to meet together, com- 
pare notes and observations, dtail ex- 
periments, gossip about their failures 
and their successes, and at the same 
time enjoy a short season of real rec- 
reation and pleasure. The result is 
what everyone may see for himself. 
The exhibition, though it has other 
features of profound interest for all 
classes, is emphatically a f@rmers fair, 
and the farmers and planters of the 
state have made it a success. 

There is not a state in the union 
capable of getting together a better, a 
more complete, or a more significant 
agricultural display than is to be found 
on exhibition at the fair. In many 
respects it is a truly remarkable dis- 
play. It shows that the farmers of 
the state have not only been able to 
adapt themselves to the hard condi- 
tions of the past few years, but have 
actually taken advantage of these con- 
ditions in specializing their efforts in 
vorious directions, and in broadening 
their schemes so as to utilize all waste 
and to close all leaks. 

Naturally enough, they have resisted 
the hard conditions and have complain- 
ed about them, but in the midst of 
their complaints they have been stead- 
ily progressing along lines that will 
tell mightily for their prosperity in 
the future. The agricultural exhibit 
cannot and will not be surpassed until 
another state fair is held; and we think 
it would be hard to improve on the 
cattle exhibits. 

Moreover, while the farmers have 
been driven to experiments in econ- 
omy made necessary by the low price 
of their money crop, other forces have 
been at work. New processes have 
been invented fcr marketing the cotton 
crop more cheaply, and these processes 
have been on exhibition enabling the 
farmers to witness for themselves tht 
efforts that have been made by inven- 
tive genius to lighten their burdens. 

Thus, while the state fair has peen 
organized on old-fashioned lines, and 
while it has about it the flavor of old 
Georgia, it represents more emphati- 
cally the new Georgia that has come 
into being during the past t'$irty years. 
A new generation is in charge of af- 
fairs, a generation that has been deeply 
{impressed by the wonderful progress 
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‘he last week of the fuir wiil,, in 
many respects, be the most interesting. 
The programmes have been most skill- 
fully arranged in the interest of va- 
riety in all matters that appeal to the 
curious or the pleasure ijoving; but 
these things, while they are of a char- 
acter to attract attention, do mot by any 
means Overshadow the main purpose 
of the fair, which is intended to dis- 
play the agricultural and other indus- 
trial resources of the state. 

These things are made so prominent, 
and are so carefully given their proper 
relations, that no practical farmer can 
afford to remain away from the fair. 
The expenses of a trip to and from At- 
lanta are so small] that it is economy 
for the farmers to take advantage of 
the opportunities offered them. « The 
real lessons to be learned at the fair, 
the broader and more comprehensive 
views, which serious contempla- 
tion of the exhibits imparts, are worth 
very much more to any intelligent 
mind than the expense of the trip. 

In addition, there is the necessity 
of a holiday. The farmers have work- 
ed hard for some time for very small 
profits, or no profits at all, and now 
that conditions have increased the price 
of cotton the moment seems favorable 
for a season of brief recreation. 

Too much cannot be said in praise of 
the admirable system of organization 
which has manifested itself at 
every point during the progress of the 
fair. The smallest details have been 
foreseen and provided for at every 
turn. The management of a fair is no 
small matter. It demands executive 
ability of a very high order. This de- 
mand has been completely met by those 
who are responsible for the 
management of the fair and _ it 
has contributed in no small 
measure to the success of the exhibi- 
tion. 

So far, as we have already said, that 
success may be measured by the state- 
ment that if the fair were to run next 
week without visitors or patrons of 
any kind, it would be able to pay all 
operating expenses, $15,000 in premi- 
ums, and still have money left. 
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The Demand for Iron, 

Although the production of iron has 
grown to enormous proportions during 
the past few months, it has not kept 
pace with the demand. During the 
past week this demand has taken the 
shape of orders for steel rails. The 
Pennsylvania railroad alone has con- 
tracted for 106,000 tons of rails, anc 
those competent to judge say that not 
less than half a million tons have been 
contracted for during the past fort- 
night. 

The price to be paid for these rails 
represents a considerable shrinkage in 
the purchasing power of the dollar, 
and in that respect ought to create a 
feeling of alarm in the bosoms of the 
“sound” money men, but they do not 
seem to be disturbed by it, and there- 
fore it is not for us to shed any tears. 
Rather, indeed, we rejoice in the fact 
that the prosperity that has manifestea 
itself has been accompanied by, or, 
rather, is the result. of that very de- 
preciation of the purchasing power of 
the dollar which democrats have con- 
tended was necessary to prosperity. 
This depreciation of the dollar is pop- 
ularly called a rise in prices, but the 
terms are interchangeable. When it 
is said that the price of iron, or any 
other commodity, is higher, the simple 
meaning is that a dollar will not com- 
mand as much of that commodity as it 
would awhile ago. 

With respect to iron, southern pig, 
which was selling not so very long ago 
at $8 and $10 a ton, now commands $22, 
and this means of course that so far 
as iron is concerned, we are now in the 
presence of @ dollar worth less than 
50 cents. Should cotton go to 8 cents 
we should have the same phenom- 
enon. 

‘We do not intend by these casual 
‘remarks to hurt the feelings of those 
who, in advocating the election of Mr. 
McKinley three years ago, were con- 
tending that higher prices—which was 
only another name for depreciated dol- 
lars—would involve a tremendous tax 
on the resources of the laboring ‘clas- 
ses. We find the “sound” money men 
applauding as loudly as The Constitu- 
tion does the prosperity which is the 
inevitable result of an incréase in the 
value of the products of human labor. 

The farmers are getting more for 
their cotton, and they are more pros- 
perous than they have been. So with 
the producers of iron, and so with all 
whose products have increased in price. 
Higher prices have resulted in an in- 
crease of wages, and it may be said 
that this depreciation of the dollar 
has resulted in bettering the condi- 
tion of all classes. 

With respect to steel rails, a lead- 
ing manufacturer says that the orders 
now on the books of the various com- 
panies will amount to net less than 
a million and a half of tons. Some of 
these orders were placed at $19 a ton; 
the latest have been placed at $33 a 
ton. Since the Pennsylvania road plac- 
ed its orders a few days ago, prices 
have been advanced to $35 a ton. The 
difference in price is very marked. The 
value of steel rails has practically 
doubled. The ton that $19 would buy 
twelve months ago is now worth $35. 

The only difficulty in the rise of iron 
seems to be that pointed out by a wri- 
ter in one of the periodicals some time 
ago, namely, that manufacturers would 
continue to increase the price in res- 
ponse to demand until! it finally reach- 
ed a point which would practically 
put an end to demand. The result 
would, of course, be a collapse which 
we trust may be avoided for many 4 
long day to come. The outlook is 
bright enough now to encourage even 
the prophets of evil.

| WHAT IS TALKED ABOUT 


ON CAPITOL HILL 


The members of the Georgia Federation 
of Labor are very much interested in some 
legislation which has been proposed by 
that body, and prominent members of the 
organization have been talking with sen- 
ators and representatives on the subject. 
One of the pills in which they are espe- 
cially interested is what is known as the 
child labor bill. This is a bill to prevent 
children under ten years of age working 
in factories, mines, workshops and other 
manufacturing or mechanical establish- 
ments in the state, and to prevent children 
between the ages of ten and fourteen 
working in such establishments except 
under certain conditions, which the bill 
prescribes, 

The bill contemplates the absolute pre- 
vention of the working of children ynder 
ten years of age, and provides with regard 
to children between ten and fourteen that 
none of these shall be employed in any 
factory, workshop or other manufactur- 
ing or mechanical establishment during 
the period when the public schools in the 
city, town, village, district or county are 
in session, unless the person, firm or cor- 
poration employing the child shall first 
procure a certificate from the superin- 
tendent of the schools, or other school of- 
ficials, stating that the child has previ- 
ously attended school for the period of 
sixteen weeks during the preceding twelve 
month, and after working thirty-six weeks 
shall cease to labor and shall not return 
to such work umless he or she shall again 
g0 to such public or private schools for at 
least. sixteen weeks; the purpose of the 
act being that every child under fourteen 
years of age shall go to schoo] at least 
sixteen weeks out of each fifty-two weeks. 
The person employing a child of tender 
age contrary to the provisions of this act 
shall be adjudged guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 


The Atlanta Journal of Labor strangly 
indorses Governor Candler’s message, par- 
ticularly that part in which he refers to 
these two measures, and adds: 


“Every working man in the gtate has 
his eye now directed toward the capitol, 
and is anxiously awaiting the verdict of 
the legislature on these two important 
measures. Labor is organized into local, 
central and state bodies, and a system- 
atic effort has been made to secure recog- 
nition for the urban toiler, whose ranks 
are growing rapidly and now constitute 


a very large percentage of the citizenry 


of the state. 

With regard to the propdsition for a 
bureau of labor statistics, The Journal of 
Labor says: 


“Every argument that has been made in 
favor of industrial development in Geor- 
gia is a plea for the establishment of a 
bureau of labor and industrial statistics, 
that a legal agency may be had to give 
special attention to the welfare of those 
who toil in manufacturing and other in- 
dustrial] establishments; also, foe the col- 
lection and dissemination of data pertain- 
ing to those so employed, and other im- 
portant information of the resources of 
the state that is not to be had at present. 
Every northern, eastern and western 
state has such a department. and most of 
the southern states, Tennessee, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Texas, Missouri, Ken- 
tucky and Maryland all have departments 
of Jabor, and their reports form the most 
interesting and valuable papers, account- 
Ing the industrial history of these states. 

For instance, the eleventh annual re- 
gest of the bureau of labor statistics of 
North Carolina contains 268 pages, and 
among the subjects treated extensively 
are manufacturing plants, electric light 
plants, agriculture, fisheries, railroads, to- 
bacco and tobacco manufacturing, news- 
nano letters and a chronology of labor

tion. Of course I do not mean to at- 
tribute that to any influence that I have 
had, but I state it simply as a fact. You 
see, the tendency of all postal legislation 
has so long been in the direction of ex- 
tending special facilities to those living 
in the cities that the man in the coun- 
try had begun to be the forgotten man. 
Each year of agitation has, however, ha@ 
the tendency to open the eyes of con- 
gressmen to the rights of the people in 
rural communities to share in the benefits 
of modern postal methods, and I believe 
it will not “be long befvre rural] delivery 
will be regarded not as an experiment, 
but as a successfully accomplished fact.” 

In speaking of the contest for the 
democratic leadership, Judge Griggs said:

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THE HISTORY 
OF GEORGIA 


From the Earliest Period Down 
to the Present Time. 


BY CHARLES EDGEWORTH JONES. 


PART I. GEORGIA AS A COLONY. 


James Pdward Oglethorpe. 
Devises plan of relief in behalf of the 
unfortunate debtors of England. Perse- 
cuted vietims of other countries included. 
Board of trustees organize. Royal char- 
ter obtained. Sails from England. Lands 
on Yamacraw bluff 


Tha name which is inseparably linked 
with the founding of the colony of Geor- 
gia is that of Hon. James Edward Ogle- 
thorpe. He came of distinguished par- 
entage, and with his nativity in London 
on the Ist of June, 168°, the luster of his 
family was materially enhanced. Be- 
ing the son of Sir Theophilus Oglethorpe, 
his scholastic training Was soon ex- 
changed for that of a military character. 
the attainment of his 
commissioned as an 
officer in the British army, and so long 
as he retained the rank of ensign, he 
won golden opintons in the service of the 
queen. Resigning a captain lieutenancy 
in her majestiyv’s Life Guards, and re- 
nairing to the continent, he next placed 
the martial tutorship of 
Prince Eugene of Savoy to 

membership on whose staff he was at 
once assigned. In this new and more 
prbust atmosphere he found great favor 
with his accomplished preceptor, by 
whom ha was fully informed as to the 
principles and practices of civilized war- 
fare; the education thus acquired serving 
him in excellent stead in later years. 

Ogiethorpe's career as a soldier being 
for the time ended, he .was then ad- 
vanced to parliament. In that connec- 
tion his statesmanlike and philanthropic 
efforts were forthwith expended in behalf 
of the unfortunate debtors, and as_chair- 
man of a house of commons committee 
ha made a careful tour of investigation 
throughout the Erglish prisons. While 
in the discharge of this duty he discov- 
ered that many fair-minded and euilt- 
less persons were there incarcerated who 
amid those baleful influences were sub- 
jected to countless inhumanities at the 
hands of their brutal keepers. And as 
be contemplated that melancholy picture 
and pondered how the condition of the 
wretched debtor class could be amellora- 
ted suddenly the solution of the seem- 
ingly insurmountable difficulty flashed be- 
fore his clear sighted vision. He would 
found a colony in a distant land, where 
he would de able to offtr a sure refuge 
to these unfortunates, so that the de- 
ferving ones might begin life anew, and 
escape that death which was constantly 
preying upon them in England. Ogle- 
thorpe’s broadminded project grew in its 
benevolent proportions until it embraced, 
within its philanthropic scope likewise 
the persecuted Protestant European 
countries. As his private resources were 
inadequate for the ee ee of his 
humane design as outlinéd, he associated 
with himself other gentlemen of high 
Standing, in conjunction with whom he 
referred a petition to the crown for char- 
ter rights for his prospective colony. 
The petitioners agreed to give attention 
to al] details requisite to place their 
proposed settlement upon a firm. proprie- 
tary basis. What they wanted from the 
king was the grant of specified lands on 
the south side of the Savannah river, 
extending from that stream to the Ala- 
tamaha, and they wished to be authorized 
to receive any contributions, moneyed 
or otherwise, which might be donated in 
furtherance of their most laudable en- 
terprise. 

Thanks to a beneficent Providence, the 
royal sanction for the charter was 
promptly obtained; and on the 9th of June, 
1732, Oglethorpe and his public-spirited 
asscciates were aporised that they werea 
body corporate, and were empowered to 
press their colonization scheme to a finale 
whensoever they pleased. By terms of the 
instrument, Lord John, Viscount Percival, 
‘Was designated as the first president of 
the board of trustees for establishing the 
colony of Georgia, and nineteen other gen- 
tlemen are mentioned as colleagues with 
‘him fin the administration of affairs. It 
was distinctly stated that tn the worship 
of God, liberty of conscience was univer- 
sally allowed, and that to all except 
Papists the exercise of religion within the 
proper bounds was freely accorded. The 
acceptance of the charter, the effective 
duration of which was fixed at twenty- 
one years, was solemnized in July, 1732. 
At that time a corporate seal was adopt- 
ed, having two faces, one of which, being 
of the greater importance. was solely 
used in the authentication of legislative 
acts, deeds and commissions. It may be 
of interest to recall the device thereon in- 
scribed. It consisted of two figures with 
spades in their hands, as suggestive of 
the settler’s mainstay—agriculture, and 
resting upon urns wherefrom flowed riv- 
ers typifying those forming the northern 
and southern confines of the province. 
Above and in the center the genius of 
the colony was boldly ensconced, a liberty 
cap upon her head, a spear in her right 
hand, and beneath her left a cornucopia, 
while behind, upon an eminence, stood a 
tree over which the legend Colonia Geor- 
gia, Aug., was engraven. On the other 
face—which constituted the common seal 
and was affixed only in cases of grants, 
orders and certificates, silkworms were 
discovered busily engrossed with their 
useful avocation. In their midst was seen 
the beautiful motto, ‘‘Non sibi sed alus,”’ 
Strikingly emphasizing the disinterested 
aims of the trustees who fondly imagined 
that the silk industry would prove their 
most profitable source of revenue in the 
new world. 

Among the regulations then prescribed 
by the Georgia board were those relating 
to land tenures, to negro slavery and to 
the importation of rum. With regard to

Preparations were 
rapidly perfected for the first embarka- 
tion, which was confided to the personal 
direction of Oglethorpe, the Romulus of 
the philanthropic enterprise. When we 
reflect that he was then ‘in the 
prime of life, very handsome, tali, 
manly, dignified, but not austere, the 
Beau Ideai of an English gentleman, and 
blessed with ample means for the grat- 
itication of every reasonable desire,’’ we 
cannot but marvel that he should have 
consented to forsake the comforts of his 
cultivated home for the depths of the 
American wilderness. But a lofty pur- 
pose animated his patrotic breast and 


gave him strength for the tremendous | 


He who nad planned and impuart- 
ed a never-ceasing impetus to the humane 
undertaking, not content with wnat he had 
already accomplished, was determined, in 
person, to press it to a triumphant cul- 
mination.

TRIBUTE OF MA, ELLIS TO ALEX IRWIN 


As a Mark of Respect to Their De- 
ceased Colleagues, the Members 
of the House Adjourned at 
Close of Memorial 
Exercises. 


The time of the house was devoted al- 
most entirely yesterday morning to the 
consideration of resolutions expressive of 
regret and sorrow at the death of those 
members who passed away during the 
recess of the body. 

The highest tributes of praise and es- 
teem were paid to the memory of the 
late Representatives Alex S. Erwin, of 
Clarke; T. W. Fain, of White; W. C. 
Wade, of Brooks; W. S. King, of Hous 
ton, and John I. Barwick, of Emanuel. 

The tribute of Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, chair- 
man of the committee to frame resolu- 
tions on the death of Hon. A. 8S. Erwin, 
of Clarke, was a beautiful and appropri- 
ate one. Fitting remarks were made on 


the resolutions as they were read in or-/| 


der by Mr. Lane, of Bibb; Mr. Tatum, of 
Dade; Dr. H. H. Carlton, of Clarke; Mr. 
Bower, of Decatur; Mr. Hardwick, of 
Washington; Mr. Carter, of Burke, and 
Mr. Rose, of Camden. 

The reading of the resolutions was by 
previous action made the special order of 
the day and when the memorial service 
was ended the house, by resolution, ad- 
journed as a mark of respect to their de- 
teased colleagues. 

As soon as the session was called to or- 
der by Speaker Little, Mr. Tatum, of 
Dade, gave notice that at the proper 
time he would move to reconsider house 
bill 184, by Mr. Post, of Coweta, ‘which 
had been acted on favorably Friday 
morning. 

The bill of Mr. Post is of practically no 
importance except in some of the rural 
districts of the state, but it enjoys the 
distinction of being the only one passed by 
the house since the session began. The 
measure provides for the removal of 
croppers and other farm laborers who 
fail to comply with their contract or 
where their presence is detrimental to 
the interests of the owner. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, notified the house 
that he proposed to ask for the recon- 
sideration of house bill 210, which had 
been defeated Friday morning, statifig 
that a number of members had changed 
their views on the bil! after learning fur- 
ther of its provisions. 


Both Bills To Come Up Again. 

When bills for reconsideration was 
reached in its order Mr. Tatum moved 
that house bill 184 be taken up again. 
He did not believe the measure to be full 
enough and that the members had not 
been given sufficieat opportunity to study 
its provisions.

THE STORY OF JUDAS. 


THE DECOY OF THE CHICAGO 
CATTLE YARDS. ) 


He Is a Regular Employee of the 
Concern and Betrays All the 
Cattle to Slaughter. 


One of ‘the sights of the great cattle 
yards of Chicago is an old white ox 
named Judas. An ox may rise to emi- 
nence by his cunning and wisdom as well 
as a man, and Judas has risen. He came 
to the yards a good many years ago, 
while he was yet a frisky steer and he 
was immediately purchased by one of the 
great packing houses and driven from the 
train which brought him from his Iowa 
home to a distant yard. 

The life of most animals at the cattle 
yards is very short—a week at the very 
most. A few days after the arrival of 
Judas the herd of cattle which occupied 
the pen with him was selected for Kill- 
ing. The way to the packing house led 
down a long alley way with high fences 
on each side, then up a narrow chute 
and into the building. For some reason 
the cattle seem to know what is coming, 
for they always object to being driven 
up the chute. Judas was no exception. 
He plunged madly about among the herd 
and the cattlemen had more trouble with 
him than with any other animal. At last, 
however, he seemed to realize that soon- 
er or later he must go and he made a 
virtue of a necessity, trotted quietly up 
the chute and the other cattle followed 
rapidly after him. Thus he ran until he 
had just reached the door of the pack- 
ing house. Then, quick as a wink, he 
turned and galloped down a side passage 
and escaped, while the other cattle went 
onward into the building. 

Judas had been so very clever that the 
good natured cattlemen let him go for 
that day, for genius is to be appreciated 
in a_steer as well asin aman. The next 
day, however, they drove him up again 
with another herd. This time he made 
not the slightest objection, but trotted 
forward quietly and the other steers, 
having a oonfident leader, behaved ad- 
mirab.y. But just as Judas reached the 
door of th; building he dodged again, so 
suddenly that the men couldn't turn him 
and escaped as he had done before while 
the herd behind him went careering into 
the killing room. 

Since then Judas has been a regular 
employee of the cattle yards. Every day 
he leads up a herd of cattle and every 
day he dodges just at the door of the 
building. He has saved the cattlemen no 
end of trouble and delay with riotous 
herds since he began his service. He 
has grown fat and sieeK on the good liv- 
ing of the yards, and so highly are his 
services regarded that the cattiemen pro- 
vide him with a white blanket on cold 
days two keep him eomfortabdle. s 

And tnus he is living to a green old age, 
but he bears the disrespectiul name of 
Judas—thw betrayer. 


COL. GUY HOWARD KILLED. 


Officer Well Known in Atlanta Am- 
bushei and Shot Down by tne 
Filipinos Near Arayat. 

A cable from Manila brings the news of 
the killing of Colonel Guy Howard, an 
officer weil known in Atlanta, by au- 
bushed Filipinos near the village of Ara- 
yat. Colonel Howard was killed lust 
Saturday while on a launch on the Rio 
Grande river, the insurgents being con- 
cealed on the overhanging banks of the 
stream.

Since that time he received several pro- 
motions, and in August, last, was order- 
ed 10 Manila. He was assigned to Gen- 
eral Lawton’s division as chief quarter- 
master on the active front, and organized 
the transportation for the army’s ad- 
vance, and also aided in establishing the 
sub-depot cf Isidro, which was in advance 
of any place taken by the American 
troops in the north, forty-eight miles 
north of Manila. 

Colonel Howard leaves a wife and two 
children. Several of his brothers are in 
the army, and the family has always been 
known as producing many military men.

Billion Barrels of Fine Cement 
Worth $1 a Barrel. 


Tallahassee, Fla., October 28.—(Special.) 
For many years it has been claimed by 
acientists who have traveled and pros- 
pected in Florida, that this state is rich 
fn mineral deposits, but lack of capital, 

of transportation facilities 
and scanty population have all contrib- 
uted to prevent the proper development 
and exploitation of these valuahile_ re- 
gources. It has recently been conclu- 
sively shown, however, that in such un- 
derground deposits as phosphates and 
the purest grade of natural cement, Flor- 
fda is richer than any part of the known 
world. 

The phosphate mining industry In this 
state has for several years attracted 
general attention, and is now being con- 
ducted on a businesslike basis and prov- 
ing a source of very great revenue to 
the people engaged in it. Florida ships 
about 700,00 tons of phosphate rock an- 
nually, which brings from $10 to $14 per 
ton. But it is only within the present 
year that the deposits of hydraulic ce- 
ment rock found in middle Florida has 
been recognized by the most distinguished 
scientists and manufacturers as being 
the best cement for the arts and for 
Huilding purposes to be found anywhere. 

There are several gentiemen in Flor- 
fda, particularly in Tallahassee, who 
have for years had unbounded faith in 
the great value of these deposits, but 
they have never been in a position to 
make known to the world what well- 
nigh marvelous beds of cement rock 
were to be found, in a condition easily 
obtainable and ready for use, in the hill 
country between Tallahassee and the 
Appalachicola river. Last spring, how- 
ever, the United States Geological survey 
was induced to send an expert to the 
largest bed of these deposits, near River 
Junction. 

To make the examination, the survey 
people sent Mr. Uriah Cummings, presi- 
dent of the Cummings Cement Company, 
Akron, N. Y., who is a scientist of abil- 
ity ahd repute and the leading expert 
fn this country on natural cements. Mr. 
Cummings has recently submitted his 
report, which has just been published 
by the department of the interior. 

“Probably the most remarkable natural 

hydraulic cement rock deposit in the 
known world,”’ says this report, “occurs 
River Junction,’ Fla. From this 
Point the deposit extends for several 
miles -along the left bank of the Appa- 
lachicola river southerly to Aspalaga. 
On a recent visit to this locality the 
writer made a careful examination of 
this truly remarkable formation. It com- 
prises something over 2,000 acres and 
has a thickness of 80 feet above the river. 
How far it may be below has not been 
ascertained. Enough is epesed, how- 
ever, tO warrant the assertion that the 
deposit contains sufficient raw material 
to produce over two billions of barrels 
of cement. The material is usually soft 
enough to be cut out with a spade, but 
the lumps, when placed in kilns, harden 
sufficiently to prevent them from crum- 
bling while undergoing calcination. 

“Several analyses of samples’ taken 
from various parts of the formation show 
@ remarkable uniformity of proportions 
of the ingredients essential to the .pro- 
duction of a first-class. hydraulic ce- 
ment. 

But the distinguishing feature of th 
deposit consists in its perfect purity of 
color. The raw material is white and 
the manufactured product is as white as 
the whitest marble. In this respect it 
is an ideal cement for the architect, as 
ft will not staln the walls of fine ma- 

Sonry. Bricks made of one part of this 
cement and two parts of white sand are 
in use in many buildings'in the south, 
and they are extremely hard and beau- 
tiful. So far as is known to the writer, 
this is the oniy deposit of white hydrau- 
lic cement material in

A NEW GAME OF MOSAIC. 


It Is Played with Bits of Coiored 
Pasteboard and Is Good Training. 
Here is a game that gives one something 

to do, and at the same time'an opportu- 

nity to exercise ingenuity and taste. Get 
some stiff cardboard, the kind that has 
one color on one side and another on the 
back. If you want to use cardboard taken 
from:old pasteboard boxes, color the sides 
with water colors. Then cut out two 
squares, one an inch square, the other 
an inch and three-quarters. Cut one ob- 
long an inch and a half long and one- 
quarter of an inch ‘wide; and another 
three inches long and half an inch wide. 
Cut out two circles, one an inch in diame - 
eter and the other an inch and three- 
quarters in diameter. And, finally, two 
triangles, an inch and a quarter and twe 
inches and a quarter at the base. The 
more colors you have on these pieces tiie 
more combinations in mosaic you can 
make; and if you wish you may add to 
them by making other circles, etc., of va- 
rious sizes. If you have made the parts 
well, cutting the edges perfectly, the 
pieces will fit together exactly and al 
kinds of pretty and amusing figures can 
be made on the tab‘e or floor of the play- 
room.

The whole strength and substance of 
this cijass of buildings are in the steei 
and iron frame work which forms the 
feature of their construction. And steel 
and wrought iron when put to certain 
uses have an uncanny tendency to lose 
theis most valuable properties. Under 
particular conditions they are Hable to 
become as worthless, as far as resist- 
ance is concerned, as thin glass or papier- 
mache. 

Over and over again bridges built of 
stee] have collapsed, thick piston shafts 
in trans-Atlantic liners have snapped like 
so many wands, and driving rods of steam 
engines have given way in the most un- 
accountable manne. Tha phehomenon 
to which this is due is called by engi- 
neers the crystallization of the steel and 
wrought iron. They have not been able 
to explain it. They simply know that it 
is there, and they have given it a name. 


America he had heard barbers talk of a 
“tired razor,’’ and here he was in the 
presence of a similar phenomenon, and 
it set him thinking. It is a long time 
since it was first observed that a high- 
grade razor sometimes gives out, and 
that all the strapping in the world and 
all the coaxing will not induce it to cut 
a single hair. Barbers say that the razor 
in that case is “‘tired.’’ They put it away 
on a shelf for a month or two, and on 
trying it after that period of rest they 
find that it has recovered alli its pristine 
worth, 

Signor Faelli jumped at the conclusion 
that this razor was suffering from crys- 
tallization produced by overwork, and 
that rest from vibration was .sufficient 
to restore its molecules to their former 
axis of arrangement. 

EXPHRIMENTS WITH THE RAZOR. 

But rest from vibration is not a remedy 
that can be appjied to bridges and a 
chinery and tall buildings. To effect any- 
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forks, and restoring the lost qualities 
of the steel by the combination of the 
tuning fork with the interrupted curved 
solenoid. 

Then he went abroad and tried his dis- 
covery on a railway bridge. With his 
hammer he tried the steel rods until he 
found one which, under the stroke, 
yielded a brittle note and so gave evi- 
dence of unsoundness. His combination 
solenoid restored it to its true metallic 
ring, and his efforts to smash it were 
unavailing. 

There was no defect in his discovery, 
and he at once began to study the best 
means of its practical application. 

He proposes soon visiting the United 
States to have it taken up on a large 
scale. The adoption of it, he states, ‘will 
prove an immense economy, independent- 
ly of the fact that it will preclude serious 
disasters. 

The point of crystallization of a steel 
rod is at its center of chief vibration, and 
this is generally its point of crossing with 
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them committed suicide soon after the 
two disasters took place. 

But he said, in the first place, that 
no large iron contract should be carried 
through unless the contractor was per- 
fectly sure of the soundness of every 
piece of the work. It was this private 
opinion that no bridge ever became de- 
fective which was perfectly sound in the 
first place. If crystallization was pres- 
ent in a bridge it must have been in the 
pieces of steel in the first place. There- 
fore, Signor Faelli's discovery would be 
applicable not so much to testing and re- 
pairing structures already as it would 
for testing parts of the structures before 
they were placed into position. He also 
did not think the process impossible, and 
said he could suggest a series §° experi- 


ments which: would prove its extreme 
efficacy.

viously on the borderland of crystalliza- 
tion. It is, however, the metal which, 
from its wonderful quality of tenacity, 
is most applicable to the general run of 
metallic structures. That very tenacity 
is mainly due to a slight mixture of 
carbon. and the action of the carbon 
can only be to change the ordinary mole- 
cular structure of the original iron. The 
effect of vibration consequently can only 
be to disturb the molecular arrangement 
produced by the carbon. The property of 
tenacity is then lost, and the result in the 
new disposition of the atoms is termed by 
tts crystallization.”

A Dark Room Infringement. 


The camera fiends come in for their 
share of attention at the hands of Uncle 
Sam’s patent office patrons. an interest- 
ing development in this line being the 
combination developing tray, here 
shown, which has just been covered by 
letters patent. The inventor’s object 
was to provide a measuring glass and 
developing tray, in which plates may be 
subjected to a more effective applica- 
tion of the solution without staining the 
hands of the operator and without ger 
ol spilling the solution.

Bieycle for Soldiers. 

The value of bicycles in warfare has 
been fully demonstrated, and all the 
large armies of the world now have a 
bicycle corps. To meet the peculiar re- 
quirement’ of the case, however, special 
“military”’’ bicyeles are necessary, which 
differ from the ordinary type as much 
as the original high wheels differed from 
the modern racer. A military bicycle 
must have provision for carrying the 
soldier’s knapsack, canteen and gun, and 
the latter must be carried in a conven- 
ient position, so that the rider_on jump- 
ing off may grasp it instantly. It must 
also be disposed so as not to fatigue the 
rider_or interfere with his pedaling. 
Another important feature is to provide 
for the wheel when the rider dismounts.

ant appeared. He merely shook his heag 
and a shadow of a smile crept about the 
corners of his mouth, but we never heard 
again of our mutiny. He knew that the 
wild, hare-brained boys there were loyal 
to the core to him and wouid have riskeg 
their lives a hundred times over to follow 
him into danger. 

But very few of McNelly’s Texas Ra gz- 
ers are alive now. Manv of them went 
‘over the range’’ in the service of the 
state, and others have scattered far and 
wide. A few of the survivors will be at 
San Antonio at the Rangers’ reunion, 
but their nair will be streaked with gray 
and the weight of vears will be on their 
broad shoulders—for the times of which 
I write are those of nearly a quarter of 
a century ago. 

There are a very few Rangers still in 
the service of the state, but cheir work is 
ligkt now compared ts what their pre- 
decessors had cut out for them. &till, 
they are efficacious, brave officers of the 
law and always acquit themselves well 
when called upon to assist a sheriff in 
rounding up some pariicularly dangerous 
critninals.

Hankow, 
you Know, is 7 miles in from the coast. 
It is reched by the Yang Tse Kiang, which 
is so large a river that the largest ocean 
steamships can go inland to Hankow. At 
Hankow there are three cities close to- 
gether which have an aggregate popula- 
tion of about three millions, and the coun- 
try all about is thickly settled. The dis- 
tance from Hankow to Peking is in the 
neighborhood of 5300 miles. The country 
swarms with people, and the road con- 
necting the two must be very profitable. 
At Hankow there are extensive railroad 
shops. There are rolling mills, foundries 
and machine shops which have alto- 
gether cost millions of dollars. The shops 
cover, 1 should say, at least twenty-five 
acres, and in them much of the material 
for the railroad is being made. The work 
is somewhat under the direction of Chang 
Chi Tung, although more directly under 
Sheng. It is a great undertaking, and 
will be pushed forward to completion.
